in an immense marquee erected in the exhi- 
bition grounds and said to be the largest ever 
put up in Europe. It held an audience of 
5,000 people and was completely filled, The 
weather was superb and the spectacie a bril- 
liant one. The marquee was Ddeautifully 
dedorated, the Italian, British and Ameri- 
ean colors being conspicuously displayed. 

THE LORD MAYOR OF LONDON 

presided. John R. Whitely, the Director- 
General, made an address, explaining the ob- 
jects of the exhibition. Speeches were also 
made by the Chevalier Bonacina, President of 
the London Committee, and Signor Boughi, 
President of the Roman Committee, who 
dweltin glowing terme on the prodiicts of 
their native land and congratulated it on the 
opportunity now afforded for their display be- 
fure an appreciative people. The Lord Mayor 
welcomed Italy to brotherhood with England, 
regarded the new event as a happy augury 
for-+ the future relations of the two 
countries and then formally declared the ex- 
hibition open. The speechmaking was in- 
terspersed with music, the programme of 
which began with the inauguration ode, per- 
formed bythe orchestra chorus and a fine 
quartette of singers. Madame Nordica sang 
the solo in the ode with great effect and sub- 
gsequentiy gave an alr from ‘‘Ii Barbiere.’’ 
Bhe was enthusiastically applauded by the 


_gudience which was clamorous for encores. 


The Italians of nearly the entire colony in 
London, mustering for this occasion, were 
wild with delight.

year. Their Scottish castle, their yacht enter- 
tainments in the Mediterranean, their pur- 
chase of art bric-a-brac in Paris have 
made English society people very eager to 
entertain the richest people in the world. 
Their beuse in Belgravia, rented for the 
season at 1,000 guineas per month, has been 
literally besieged with callers and inundated 
with begging letters. I was told at the 
United States Legation this week that the 
olass of English people who come there to beg 
for letters of introduction to the ,Vanderbilts 
are of the rank of society not ordinarily given 
to soliciting introductions to any one. Nearly 
all of those who are so hunting after 
the Vanderbilte seek their acquaintance to 
get subscriptions for a thousand and one 
charitable enterprises fostered by fashionable 
people by way of occupation. Some of the 
most extraordinary stories of the Vanderbilt 
wealth are printed in the most serious pubil- 
cations. 

A ‘‘MONTE CRISTO’’ STORY. 

A recent number of the Reveu de Deux 
Mondes in an article on the world’s million- 
alres puts the fortune of Vanderbilt at 
1,800,000,000 of francs or at nearly $300 ,000,000, 
At this estimate he is made tofigure as pos- 
sessing a fortune double that of the Roths- 
childs and five times that of the Duke of West- 
minster, whose income is picturesquely 
described as only a guinea each minute. All 
of these publications have created intense 
interest in the Vanderbilts. They have been 
invited to all the great houses from the very 
start, and their entrance in any drawing-room 
at once causes asuspension of all conversa- 
tion andaturning in their direction.

WINNIPEG’S LATEST SENSATION, 


Provincial Treasurer Jones Makes a Start- 
ling Financial Statement. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPATCH. 

WINNIPEG, May 12.—The budget speech of 
Provincial Treasurer Jones attracted great at- 
tention. He stated that owing to the wretched 
condition in which the books had been left by 
the late Norquay Government, it was almost 
impossible to figure what their total discrep- 
ancies were, No books had been kept by the 
Prothonotary of the Court of Queen’s Bench 
and inthe Treasury Department. There was 
no entry in the cash-book for fifteen months. 
In one room he had found vouchers represent- 
ing a quarter of a million dollars iy- 
ing scattered about the floor 


not even pein under lo and 
key. No bank-book was kept yf ten overn- 
ment, and before any checks were issued it 
had apparently been the custom of the Min- 
istere to telephone the bank and find out if 
any funds wereon hand. On July last the 
late Government had issued a loan of $100,000 
which was all gone by August 5, and they had 
paid for the money at the rate of 10 per cent. 
BEFORE LEAVING OFFICE 
the Ministers had all drawn § their 
salaries up to the end of the 
month, thus defrauding the province out of 
$6,000. Various other shortages were instanced, 
chief among which were the deficiency in the 
absconding Queen’s printer’s accounts, the 
overdrawn draft of a prominent official of the 
Agricultural Department,and various sums ap- 
propriated for legal advice, of which no record 
was kept. He estimated the total liability of the 
province at $268,683.90 and the assets at $4,239, - 
228.22, exclusive ofschool lands. The Treas- 
urer then announced that on March $, to meet 
the deficiencies, he had entered into negotia- 
tions with Sir Robert Cardynes of London, 
England, and the United States Colonial 
Mortgage Company of Hull, England ,fora loan 
of $1,600,000 at 8 per cent above ar 
the bonds to run thirty-fiVe years and the 
money to be payable July 1. He produced a 
voluminous corresponijence, showing that if 
Norquay had been sincere in his desire to sell 
the bonds for the construction of the Red 
River Valley Road, he could have received all 
the assistance he wanted. The estimate of 
expenditures for the ensuing year show sweep- 
ing reductions. A great many offices have been 
abolished, and the salaries of the depart- 
mental clerks generally lowered. It is pro- 
posed to increase the sessional allowance to 
members from $600 to $700.

as I had been paid a full 
month’s salary in advance I made 
4 point of returning the amount 
for the rengntes part of the monthto the 
treasury. I paid the money to Mr. Jones him- 
self,as I had a presentiment that some such 
charges as that published this morning would 
be made. I was careful to exact a receipt from 
him; the receipt I now hold, and here it is.’’ 

Mr. Hamilton produced the receipt in ques- 
tion. It was dated February 6, and was signed 
by Lyman M. Jones. It wasthus clearly shown 
that that individual was making a false state- 
ment when he so glibly charged all members 
of the late Norquay Government 
with defrauding the province and 
if itis untrue in Mr. Hamilton’s case it is 
highly probable that itis true in thecase of 
some of his late confreres.

WAS IT THE WIFE? 


The Investigation Into the Mysterious Death 
of Gen, Beems. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsSPATCH. 
ALTON, lll., May 12.—The theater of action 
in the work of solving the mystery surround- 


ing the death of the late Gen. Beem is now 


removed to Stanton, Neb., where the death 
occurred, and to Chicago, where most of the 
evidence which can throw any light upon it Is 
to be found. The exhumation of the remains 
on Thursday and the inquest following it were 
the only links supplied here to complete the 
chain. The attitude of the family of the 
deceased, however, toward the investigation 
pow in progress is significant. Immediately 
after the burial, when the circumstances 
tending to throw doubt upon the cause 
of death were coming out, the relatives were 
disposed to resist any investigation, pre- 
ferring that the result of the Nebraska inquest, 
declaring death to have been the result of a 
shot from some unknown source, should 
stand asa final settlement in the case. The 
question of insurance has, however, entered 
largely into subsequent deyelopments. 

EACH OF THE INSURANCE COMPANIES 
having a risk on the life of the deceased has 
had an agent here, and for the purposes of 
protection, and probably with an exaggerated 
sense of what was to be feared,a guard 
was maintained at the grave in the 
Alton Cemetery the first night after the inter- 
ment. Itsoon became evident, although not 
so declared, that the payment of the policies 
was to be resisted upon the ground of suicide, 
It was then not so much forthe amount of 
money involved, as forthe higher considera- 
tion of saving the dead soldier’s name from 
dishonor that his family called upon the Cor- 
oner for a disinterment and areinguest.

Protectionists should be thankful that a more 
Radical measure had not been demanded, 
and he warned them that if this fair and 
reasonabie roposition was rejeeted the 
people would send representatives here who 
would adopta far more extreme measure. Mr. 
Townshend deciared that no representative 
from the West could vote against the bill with- 
out betraying his constituents. He didn’tcharge 
any improper motives. The gentlemen 
might be deluded but ifthey were sincere in 
advocacy of protection they were deluded to 
such an extent as to obstruct what was 
for the best interests of the people. 
Mr.Milliken denounced the bill as relegating 
the industries of the States on the northern 
border to the tender mercies of New Bruns- 
wick and Canada. The bill was formed not to 
reduce the revenue, but to favor Democratic 
States and make votes in doubtful districts. 
Mr. Kean of New Jersey, contended that the 
passage of the bill meant more foreign goods 
and less home production; less capital at 


home and ruin to the wage-worker. 
He mentioned the withdrawal of 
the ,New York carpet manufact- 
ures from the market through fear of 


the passage of the bill, He advocated a re- 
duction of internal revenue, and character- 
ized the bill as a sacrifice ofthe industries of 
the country to the interests of President 
Cleveland. 
Mr. Allen of Mississippi spoke in support of 
the Dill and in opposition to the protec- 
tive system. Referring to a remark made 
by Mr. Morrow of California, that the 
recent failure of Coleman & Co. was attribut- 
able to the fact that the Mills bill put borax on 
the free list, he suid that the firm wasina 
combination to raise the price of borax, and 
he hoped the Mills bill would treat every 
other trust the same way. 
Mr. Lehiback of New Jersey said that the 
President deserved the admiration of the Re- 
publican party for having taken away all pos- 
sibility ofadeceptive campaign in the manu- 
facturing States of the nion, and Dem- 
ocratic political managers could not 
to inaugurate dishonest meth- 
in the coming campaign. 
He maintained that the passage of the bill 
would affect materially many of the different 
industries of his constituents, and would re- 
snit in the reduction of wages of men em- 
ployed in manufacturing establishments.

THE SMOKE ORDINANCS. 

Elsewhere in this issue the readers of 
the Post-DisPpaTcuH will find a copy of the 
proposed ordinance for the suppression of 
the smoke nuisance, with expressions 
from a number of prominent business 
men as tothe value of such a riddance, 
and the testimony of well-known St. Louis 
manufacturers who, from experience, 
affirm the practicability and economy of 
furnaces arranged for consuming smoke. 

This is not a merely experimental 
project. The abatement of the smoke 
nuisance by municipal action has been for 
years past in successful operation in 
other cities, such as Cleveland and 
Cincinnati, where there is an immense 
consumption of bituminous coal. It 
has been clearly demonstrated that about 
8 per cent of the smoke can be consumed 
so as to save the manufacturer 15 per cent 
in the cost of fuel, and save the public at 
large a vast amount of uncleanliness, dis- 
comfort and actual damage. 

Every business man and every house- 
keeper in St. Louis knows something 
about the damage to goods and wares 
from the falling soot which always dark- 
ens Our atmosphere, and which is always 
drifting about, sifting through every 
crevice in our houses and filling the res- 
piratory passages and lungs of the people 
with a pasty mixture of lamp-black. 

But no argument need be addressed to 
the people on this point. They will hail 
with joy any just and practicable process 
of abating the smoke nuisance. The pro- 
posed ordinance is submitted for their 
consideration and to elicit suggestions as 
to its improvement. Every objection 
manufacturers may raise will be consid- 
ered, but something ought to be done and 
something must be done for the rel ef of 
the public, and it will devolve upon ob- 
jectors to show, not only that this ordi- 
nance will cost them more than it will 
save them, but also that the relief and 
saving to the public will not justify the 
cost to individuals. The Post-Disratcn 
is enlisted for the war against the soot- 
drift and the smoke nuisance, and will 
not let the subject rest until the city is 
free.

Discovery, Prosecution and Convictien of 
the Chicago Eoodlers.

CHICAGO, Ill., May 12.—The true inside his- 
tory of the prosecution of the Chicago bood- 
lers, the last of whom wentto Joliet Peniten- 


tiary yesterday, is published for the first time 
ten & Unexpectedly it putsthe credit for 
the whole affairupon Senator C. B. Farwell. 
It appears that Senator Farwell satisfied him- 
selfa year anda haif agothat the County 
Commissioners were robbing the county of 
enormous sums by fraudulent contracts and 

urchases. He told the editor of a 

hica go paper (the Mail) what he 
knew and proposed an exposition 
of the thievery. he editor ebjected on 
the score of the great expense of substantiatin 
the story. Senator Farwell gave $500 and told 
the editor to go ahead. Reporters were 
turned loose to collect the evidence, and in 
six weeks the first part of the story was 
printed and made a great seneation. It was 
evident then that the ring would make a hard 
fight. Farwell sent word that he would guar- 
antee $10,000 for the prosecution. Further 
revelations were made and finally the whole 
gigantic conspiracy came out. Then the 
Senator was so much better than his word 
that he raised $100,000 and turned it over to the 
Citizens’ Association, which carried the cases 
on to conviction, and seven of the conspira- 
tors are now in prison.

A Mock National Convention.

ANN ARBOR, Mich., May 12.—The mock Na- 
tional Convention of 412 Republican students 
in the university held last evening resulted in 
the nomination of Blaine and Alger.

Of these classes thousands of conventional 
systems are in use.

inthe affirmaiive—more than the_ necessary 
two-thirds. The negative vote” was not 
counted. To-morrow the various churches of 
the city will be filled by visiting ministers and 
interesting exercises expected. 

In the afternoon a memorial meeting will 
be held in honor of Rev. Dr. Mell, late 
President of the convention, and Rev. 
Dr. Yates, late missionary to China. To- 
night there was a mass meeting in the interest 
of home missions, fally attended by members 
ofthe convention and citizens.

An aged colored 
man, the friend of his mother, came in and 
Davis bid him good-bye quietly. Ati1:10 the 


Sheriff and deputies led him out 
upon the scaffold in the north 
corridor, whére the anarchists were 


hanged last November. He kneeled down 
at a chair under the swinging noose, while the 
ministers prayed and conducted the funeral 
service of the Methodist Church. Davis 
joined in the hymn witn aclear, strong voice, 
and at the end Rev. M. Henderson read his 
confession. It briefly described the crime 
and the penitence of the criminal, and begged 
for the prayers of good people. Mr. Hender- 
son prayed again, and the cap and noose 
were adjusted. Davis looked at them without 
atremor. Then came the conversation: 

**Good-bye, Dr. Henderson,’’ called out the 
condemed man. 

**Good-bye Zeph. 
in God?’’ 

‘*My faith in God is strong to the end,’’ and 
with that the drop fell. Davis’ crime was the 
unprovoked and brutal murder of little 
Maggie Gaughan, February 28 last. He was 
foreman in a little leather shop where she 
worked. They were alone together in the 
shop one morning and got into a quarrel and 
he chopped her to pieees witha batchet.

ALEXANDRIA, MO., SUBMERGED UNDER SIX 
FEET OF WATER. 


A Gallant Struggle to Keep the Torrent 
Back—Railroad Tracks Washed Away— 
Sny Bottoms Inundated—The Whole Up- 
per Valley of the Mississippi Threatened 
—Mills Suspend Operations and Homes 
Are Temporarily Abandoned. 


By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DIspatcu. 
KEOKUKE, Io., May 12. 

EWS of numerous 
washouts has 
reached here. For 
many days the peo- 
ple of Alexandria, 
Mo., have been striv- 
ing courageously to 
prevent an overflow 
of the Mississippi. A 
: further rise of about 
five inches yesterday caused the water to seep 
through the levee that had thus. far protected 
the town. Last night the situation became 
extremely serious and the worst came about 
ll o’clock to-day, at which time the levee 
gave way, the water rushed and poured into 
the town, and at this writing Alexandria is 
entirely covered tothe depth of from four to 
six feet. 

The populace were somewhat prepared for 
the flood, household and other goods had been 
removed to second stories, a great many 
skiffs and boats had been secured, and until 
the high water leaves them the good people 
of that town will paddle about to their hearts’ 
content. It is not their first experience with 
the raging waters. Alexandria has been 
there many times. All the low lands back of 
Alexandria are inundated and the loss to 
farmers and others in that locality will be 
great. The river at this pointrose six inches 
last night and by doing so reached a stage 
that caused trouble. 

On this remarkable big stage of water arise 
ofone-half inche per hour has been in pro- 
cess nearly allday. At6o’clock this morning 
the stage of water was 17 feet 9 inches above, 
and at 10 o’clock it was over 18 feet above and 
still rising, and at a rate that threatens 
to put the mark beyond that reached in 
1881 when the highest point reached was 


18.8 feet above. At Warsaw the water has 
crept into the great mills and pickle works 
stopping work in those establishments, and 
itis alsoupin warehouses on the river front. 

The railroad tracks between this city and 
the Des Moines River bridge are under water 


at different places in the lumber yards. 
About the only work being carried 
on is that of securing roperty 
in danger of being carrie away 


by the constantly sweiling flood, The Des 
Moines River is up to within two feet of the 
railroad tracks across the bridge, and is 
pouring outa vast quantity of water. The 
water is pouring over the dyke 
leading from the bridge to Hamil- 
ton, and if the rise continues will 
seriously interfere with travel to and from the 
opposite side of the river. Thetrack of the 
St. Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern is washed 
away for a good distance between the Des 
Moines River bridge and Alexandria, and for 
about half a mile between Gregon and Canton 
all trains have been abandoned between this 
city and Quincy.

he, like Rochefort, not only renounced his 
title and called himself ‘**Citizen Perigord,’’ 
. but encouraged the strikers of Anzin, the en- 


emies of ‘‘infamous capital.’’ However the 
ex-Citizen Perigord has proved himself inno- 
cent of all accusations conoerning the assist- 
ance he has given or will give to Boulanger. 

THE PRESENT DUKE DE DINO 
js now the chatelain of the old castle of Mont- 
morency, bought by his wife, once Mrs. Adele 
\L.. Stevens of New York, for $175,000. When 
only twenty-four years old the marguis 
married Miss Elizabeth Beers-Curtis, but 
aftera long separation they were divorced, 
the daughter, Palma, remaining with her 
mother, the husband left free to marry the 
woman who bad won his affections. When 
the civil marriage took place the old Duke de 
Dino announced to his daughter-in-law that he 
would give to her husband thetitleof Duke and 
resume that of Marquis de Talleyrand. The 
Talleyrands date from Fielie, Count de Peri 
gord, who lived at the end of the twelfth cen- 
tury. To-day the Talleyrand-Perigords are 
divided into three branches, and have for 
titles Prince Duke de Chalais, Spanish Grandee 
of 1814; Prince de Benevento of the French 
Empire, 1806; Duke de Dino of Naples, 1515; 
Duke de Talleyrand, 1817: Prince de Sagan, 
Duke de Valencay, etc., etc. 

MAURICE DE TALLEYRAND’S 
grandfather was acousin to the famous diplo- 
mate of the name, celebrated at the beginning 
of the century for his bon mote and repartees. 
Asto the separation from his first wife, I 
think that the sympathy of the Faubourg 
Baint Germain and of Americans was entirely 
withthe Marquis. But is said that to Mrs. 
Stevens’ first husband Talleyrand-Perigord 
owed the wealth credited to him some years 
ago. Inthedays of California speculations 
Talleyrand went [there in search of gold and 
then to Chili in search of copper, but he re- 
turned ruined and discouraged. Years lgter 
he decided to avenge himself for 
that disappointment, went again to 
America, and thanks to his name, 
was received in the most exclusive circles. 
One day Mr, Stevens offered him two shares in 
an oilwell. The Marquis had no money. Mr. 
Stevens gave him credit. The well yielded a 
profit of $60,000 for the two shares, then more 
and more, until the fortune became colossal. 

NOW TALLEYRAND I8 FORTY-FIVE 
years old. He is short, has a face whose 
expression denotes frankness, and does 


not wear the cross of the Legion of 
Honor. He is a soldier, fought in 
Mexico and during the war of 1870, 


but after the battle of Champigny, refused 
the decoration in favor of an old warrior 
whose long services seemed more worthy of 
this recompense, The Duke de Dino is un- 
coubtedly very original, ana his eccentricities 
before his second marriage were shown by his 
choice offriends and his general behavior. 
Gambetta was responsible for his conversion 
tothe Republican faith, but when he was 
candidate for Deputy from Chateau- 
roux, in the Department of L’Indre, 
bis electors were not enthusiastic enough to 
give him success. He never lost courage, but 
became more than Republican. To the An- 
archists he often sent checks, and the strikers 
of Anzip received from his purse a present of 
31,00. When Louise Michel was ip prison, it 
issald that he sent her quantities of sweet- 
meats, and to her mother regularly each 
month the sum of $20. 
HIS ARISTOCRATIC PROPENSITLES. 

Although he did his best to forget his ances- 
tors, to forget his name, yet his bachelor 
home in the Rue Jouffrey was filled with re- 
minders of hisrank. In the Henry Ill. din- 
ing-room his arms were embroidered on the 
Curtains, carved on the side-boards, painted 
onthe door panels, engraved on the family 
Biiver andon the porcelain made for him by 
Ganorl in Florence. The dining-room was 
Separated from a Japanese salon by @ curious 
drapery, and the four panels of the principal 
Salon were hung with enormous -gobelins val- 
Bed at $10,000 each. 

In his study were souvenirs of travel, 
bibelots, wonderful pieces of porcelain and 
crystal. One dish alone was worth $3,000, and 
when one day Rochefort was given permission 
to choose what he liked from the collection, 
he chose this dish. It was the protrait of 
louls XIV.

R MAD DOG CREATES GREAT EXCITEMENT 
IN BROOKLYN. 


The New Cahokia Bridge—Meeting of the 
St. Clair County Democratic Committee 
At Belleville—A Campaign Document to 
Be Made Out of a Compilation Showing 
Increased State Taxation—A Variety of 
Happenings on the East Side. 


S)YREAT excitement was 

caused in the little vil- 

lage of Brooklyn, a 

suburb of East St. Louls, 

populated almost eéu- 

tirely by colored people, 

by a vicious dog. The 

other day the dog, a 

Newfoundland, belong- 

ing to a colored man, 

1 Polk Smith, it is said, had 

become mad from want 

of water and food. The 

dog bit one of the owner’s children and then 
broke the rope with which he was fastened to 
a shed. On obtaining his liberty the dog ran 
towards the Stock Yards, and when near the 
yards attacked and bit severely two canines of 
asmalier size. The owners of the small dogs, 
believing that the Newfoundiand was mad, 
chased him back towards Brooklyn with 
stones and then shottheirown dogs. As the 
Newfoundland was running madly towards 
the negro village, Mrs. Reuter, a widow 
woman living on the outskirts of Brooklyn, 
was in her garden, watering her plants, and 
the dog, seeing her, ran into the garden and 
attacked her. He sprang upon her viciously 
and imbedded his huge teeth in one of 
her arms. Her wild cries attracted the 
attention of several section hands on the Chi- 
cago & Alton road who rushed to her rescue. 
When they arrived at the spot the maddened 
animal had Mrs. Reuter down and was biting 
herin the face. The men brought links witb 
them and with these they beat the beast. He 
turnedon them but by several blows on the 
head with the links they laid him out. Others 
had been attracted tothe scene by this time, 
and one person who had a revolver sent a bul- 
let through the mad animal’s brain. Mrs. Reu- 
ter was carried to the house and Dr.. Grayson 
of Venice sent for. The flesh on her arm was 
so horribly mutilated that a large chunk had 
to be cut off, and the rest of her wounds were 
then cauterized. The unfortunate woman is 
in @ serious condition, the shock of the attack 


and the fears of la having greatly 


disturbed her nervous system. It is believed 
by the residents of Brooklyn that Smith’s dog 
bit several others before he started for the 
stock yards, and they are greatly terrified at 
the prospect of the rabies developing in 
other canines. One of the dogs supposed 


to have been bitten is a fine specimen of the 
canine species, belonging to Gilbert Daniels. 
Several parties having good reason for believ- 
ing that Daniel’s dog had been attacked by the 
mad animal went to nim and requested him to 
killthe brute. He refused, however, todo so. 
They then persuaded the trustees of the vill- 
lage to instruct the marshal to kill him. 
Daniels hearing of thig gave notice that if the 
marshal attempted to carry out his instruc- 
tions be would kili the marshal. The 
marshal, not wishing to take such a risk, 
did not attempt to shoot the dog and 
a suit has been begun against Daniele before 
the village squire charging him with keeping 
a vicious dog. The object of the suit is prac- 
tically to get an order of court to have the dog 
killed.

THE FRENCH GENERAL'S FONDNESS FOR 
FEMALE THESPIANS. 


He Likes to Be Courted and, Like Napoleon, 
He Believesin His “Star’—The Warrier 
as He Appears in the Bosom of His Fam- 
ily—Canses of the General's Popularity. 


the Post-DisraTcu. 
AHIS, May 2.—There is 
another version of the 
Reichemberg affair, 
mentioned in my last 
letter, which is aa fol- 
lows. The friends ef 
the General say that 
this was not a very 
serious liaison.

any of those erotic eccentricities that are pop- 
ularly deemed the surest indications of sur- 
passing genius, ‘Tis true, she states that in 


her youth she was prone at times to ‘‘an inex- 

licable melancholy,’’ but she frankly admits 

hat this may have arisen as much from a dis- 
ordered spleen as from disturbed spirituality.

OLD JOHN TOBIN, 


The Man Who Couldn’t Be Converted 


Into a Mormon. 


Special Correspondence of the POsST-DISPATCH. 
KANSAS CITY., May 11.—I had the pleasure 


Mountain Meadows massacre and of the Santa 
Clara massacre to-day—I mean Capt. John 
Tobin, who was for years a member of Brig- 
ham Young’s household. He now has a suit 
pending in the court at Salt Lake City which 
involves the title to some of the best property 


in that ¢ity. 

‘‘Will you not give me 
Santa Clara massacre?’’ I 
quickly replied as follows: 

‘*l went to Salt Lake City in 1858 for the first 
time, and while there I met the charming 
daughter of Brigham, now the well-known 
eldest daughter, remembered by reason of her 
tragic death years ago, and from the light that 
has since come as to the causes that led to her 
self-destruction. I became engaged to her, 
and the conditions of the marriage were an- 
nounced by Brigham Young to be that I must 
join the Mormon Church. Not caring much 
what church I belonged to and being very 
anxious to marry, I consented, and all ar- 
rangements were made for a union. I was 
furnished a suit of clothes called an ‘endow- 
mentrobe,’ and the saints gathered around 
and began a solemn song service in the Taber- 
nacie. | was to be anointed in oll. Well, 
this was not so much to me as the thing which 
followed, and which was the origin of the 
animosity which led to the Santa Clara massa- 
cre. When the oath of allegiance was read, to 
which I was to subscribe, I found it tabenoth- 
ing less than a solemn declaration that I would 
aid and abet the enemies of the United States 
Governmentand that I would never again go 
intothearmy. I positively declined to sign 
such an oath. There wasa scene, and the 
wedding was indefinitely postponed. I was at 
once notified that I must get out of the Mor- 
mon district. I had aparty of brave soldiers 
—s0me twenty men—and ina few days we 
started, and when we had gone as far as the 
Santa Clara country we were overtaken by a 
party of armed Mormons, horseback. They 
pounced down upon us with all the ferocity of 
savages, and every man was penetrated with 
bullets, me a myself, but was the only 
man not killed. 1 was stunned and left uncon- 
scious on the fleid, the Mormons thinking I 
was dead. When i awoke, after some hours, 
I made my way tosome passing emigrant 
wagons and made safe my escape to Oregon, 
where I took part in the Indian wars.’’ 

‘*What became of Alice Young?’’ I seked. 

‘*Well,’’ saidthe veteran, ‘‘they told her 
that l was killed in the massacre, and she 
then became despondent and after a few 
weeks she took arsenic and died. That was 
the end of the life ofthe girl whom I first 
loved and I shall never forget her gentle 
memory.’’ 

‘*What is the origin ofthe law suit now ab out 
to be commenced in the Sait Lake courts in 
which you are the plaintiff, demanding a 
large tract of land?’’ 

‘*Well, Iam the first whiteman who was 
ever at the now famous Warm Sulphur 
Springs. I heard the old Indians telling of its 
wonderful qualities, andI followed the mount- 
ain streams until I came to the spot. 
I then obtained from the Mormon Council 
permission to erect a bouse there at 
which visitors might be dined and lodged. I 
made someimprovements, and subsequently 
I got a patent from the Government for it and 
other land adjacent. I was driven away, how- 
ever, as I have indicated, and the statute of 
limitations has been at work against me for 
thirty years. My attorneysthink that I will 
win on the ground thatthe courts out there 
have not ewer been open to litigants, and 
that the church, which was almost the whole 
temporal and spiritual power, had condemned 
metodie, Ihavefor years been warned by 
the United States attorneys not tocome there 
under penalty of death. Do you know how 
they put to death men who have divulged the 
secrets of the church? Itis by being disem- 
powees and having their throats cut from ear 

Ina more detailed conversation relative to 
the methods of the Mormons in ante-bellum 
days, Capt. Tobin said that so far as his 
own case was concerned he had been 
a for years to be dead, and the lead- 
ere thought whenever they would hear from 
him that it must surely be some im- 
postor, assuming the name of Tobin to 
worry them. When it was at last learned 
to a certainty that he was in the full bloom 
of good health, he was offered rewards to 
come tothe Territory and patch up the dift- 
ferences between them, but knowing that the 
sole object was to secretly assassinate him 
he never went near tbem at all, and to that 
fact he now attributes his existence to-day 

Capt. Tobin says that when he lived at the 
home of Brigham Young he learned many of 
the methods of the prophet. He had many 
noisy love affairs which hehad to spend a 
great deal of money and exercise a great 
amount of oye to keep quiet. In the 
night-time be would often have wine parties 
at the great Lion House when the other good 
saints were abed,and often the prophet’s 
late slumbers were attributed to over-zeal- 
ousness and prayer when they arose from dis- 
sipation and drinking in the night-time.

HERE has really 
been but one side 
to grain during 
the past week.

Tnose who 
couldn’t come to town sent in their orders, 
either by mail or wire to buy. This leads 
some of the local traders to believe that the 
top is not far off. The country has a well- 
known and unfortunate habit of coming in 
and loading up just about the time a boom is 
about to culminate. They didn’t do this in 
corn, however, and they may be right now. 
Still, when it is considered that there has 
been very near a 20c advance upon a 13 per 
cent shortage in the crop, it does seem as 
though the deficiency in the crop had been 
pretty well discounted. Bull speculation 
is rampant, however, and there is no telling 
how high it will carry the market. The bears 
have been too badly whipped to attempt to 
fight the advance, and it will take improving 
crop prospects and heavy realizing by the 
longs to give the market a set-back.

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SOME WONDERFUL RELICS. 


Cunning Artificers in Metal Who Ceuld 
Temper Brass to the Hardness of Steel, 


Monterey Correspondence Bakersfield Echo. 

In many parts along this coast and in Mexico 
can stiilbe seen relics and remarkable evi- 
dence of the most skillful arts practiced by 
the so-called ‘‘ignorant savages’’ that once 
inhabited this land, which, by forcibly dis- 
possessing them, we now inhabit, unless, per- 
haps, some more civilized race possessed 
this country prior to its discovery 


long since been exterminated and whose 
record is lost. One of the most wonderful of 
these relics is the indication of a solid pave- 
ment road in Arizona, made of granite dDiocks 
or slabs about ten feet long, hewn square, 
conveyed and placed side by side by some 
means unknown to the spectator. This pave- 
ment or road was undoubtedly built thousands 
of years ago, as those blocks and indications 
can be traced for miles along the 
mountain sides, through which 
canyons have since washed their way. 
Some of these slabs are said to weigh nearly 
two tons, and there being no granite ledges 
nearer than several miles from where they are 
now situated, indicates that they must have 
had some powerful mode of conveyance, as 
well as powerful machinery to shape and lo- 
cate them. 

To these ancient people also was known a 

process of tempering brass so it could be con- 
verted into tools equal tothe best of steel. 
Numerous specimens of this tempered brass 
have been found wherethe City of Mexico now 
stands, as well as on the Pacific slope, and 
while the chemist has no difficulty in remov- 
ing the temper, yet he canuot return it. For 
the rediscovery of this temperin process 
scientists and chemists have labored, and the 
United States Government has offered a 
premium in vain. Nor can they even by hav- 
ing tempered metal before them gain the least 
— on the subject. 
_ Bringing the discourse a little nearer home, 
‘on the edge of the Carisa plains, but a short 
distance trom the stock ranch ofC. R. Brum- 
ley, can be seen what is known as the ‘‘Paint- 
ed Rock.’’ This rock isin a horseshoe shape 
about 80 feet high and 1,000 feet in circum- 
ference. The inside being hollowed out gives 
it the appearance of a natural fort, which has 
frequently been used by stockmen as a sheep 
corral, and is capable of hotding comfortably 
3,000 head ot sheep’ The inside 
walls on the south side are very 
abrupt and overhanging, and are 
covered with many ancient paintings, 
roughly resembling sketches of men, dogs, 
snakes, lizards, tortoiees and various charac- 
ters, the significance of which was perhaps 
even unknown to the painter. Some are in- 
clined to think that each character is a record 
of some historical event, and that, if we 
understood them, they would be very inter- 
esting tous. The paints used are of three dis- 
tinct colors, red, white and biack. And al- 
though we know nothing oftheir mode of 
manufacture or the materials used, we can say 
this much—that they have a power of dura- 
bility and of retaining their color unsurpassed 
by modern prodactions. 

In the western part of this county, at the 
outiet of the Antelope Valley on the Tulare 
Plains, is what is calied the ‘‘ Point of Rocks.’’ 
On top of the most prominent of these rocks 
is a large, beautiful water-tank about seven 
feet deep and twenty feet long by tweive 
feet wide. Its capacity is between four and 
five thousand galions of water, and, although 
evidently it has been formed by nature, still, 
judging by its location being such as to catch 
ali the rain water that falls on the sur- 
face, one can be ied to believe it was human 
art and design. The height of the rock 
is about a hundred feet, and its walis are 
quite steep but by the aid of steps chiselied into 
it, it is no difficult task to ascend and return 
with a pail of water. From on top of the rock 
one has a magnificent view of the surrounding 
country for miles and miles. There being no 
other water for a long distance makes ita 
very convenient resort for stockmen and 
travelers. On adjoining rocks can be founds 
great many smaller tanks; aiso two small an- 
cient paintings. Scores of mortars and 
are found in various piaces. Some are made 
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very roughly, and others are shaped out of «a 
fine quality of stone with elegant taste. Mar-

. _ the Municipal Assembly by Delegate E. 
J. Stone—Similar Ordinances in Success- 
fal Operation Elsewhere—What Owners 
of Boilers Have to Say About the Nuis- 
ance—Users of Consuming Devices Note 
Saving ‘of Fuel and Increase of Power— 
They Would Use the Consumers if No 
Fuel, Was Saved—Thousands of Dollars 
Lost Annually in Dry Goods Stores, Li- 
braries, Hoteis and Homes Through the 
Destructive Influence of Smoke. 


HE dust is down, but 
smoke still fills the upper 
air. 

One evil has been con- 
quered, and as the people 
hear the pleasant plash- 
ing of the sprinkling cart 
on the heated streets they 
raise their eyes to see the 
cloud of murk and gloom 
that lowers over the city. 

The dust was hard to 
It had a dozen lives, There does not 
to be the same resistance about smoke, 

And if there is it will be kiiled. 

Smoke has its beauties and its uses. No line 
is purer in a landscape than the tall, blue line 
of smoke, and none is lovelier. That is, 
smoke ina single line, asingle kitchen fire, 
one signal of a home. Wherg stacks after 
stacks pour forth their horrid torrent, and a 
black pall marks the city’s place in a coun- 
try’s range, the beauty fades. 

Born in it, reared in it, breathing all their 
lives the gases of lll-kept fires, city people 
hardly appreciate the extent of such fuel 
waste, and never know what pure air is until 
Some happy day they take an outing in the 
suburbs and fill their lungs with genuine, un- 
adulterated air. 

Crowded together as houses are in the city, 
without breathing room between, nothing 
should be permitted to exist which fills the 
little air with poison. 

Yet every factory emoke stack sends up 
hour by hour waste fuel and poisonous gases, 
overburdening the upper atmosphere to such 
extent thatthe clouds sink downto the very 
houses, and wander through thecity’s nar- 
row chainbers. 

’ Those who live in clouds do not see the 
Others about them. As has been said, the 
smoke haunted citizen does not know in what 
an atmosphere of poison heisexisting. But 
if he will go North, or East, or South, or West 
of the city, and there, forgetting the points of 
the compass, look around the horizon until 
his eye rests upon the dark clouds, he may 
know that there St. Louis lies. 

That cloud will seem to him the sign ofa 
brewing storm, but it is a storm that never 
breaks. There is always that cloud upon that 
point of the view. 

There is some effort now being made to dis- 
sipate that cloud. The people cry for its 
dissipation and it does not seem that the 
manufacturers will object. 

An ordinance has been Introduced into the 
Municipal Assembly by Delegate E. J. Stone 
providing for the dissipation of that cloud. 

Thatisthe beginning of an effort which 
must not cease until St. Louisisas free from 
smoke as it is from dust. 

This ordipance has been referred to the 
Committee on Police and Work-house. On 
Friday that committee met to consider the 
ordinance and heard arguments in its favor 
from A. A. Mellierand E. J. Stone. A Dele- 
gate who was present asked if the manufac- 
turers liad been notified that this bill was be- 
fore the ‘committee and would be considered 
by it. He was told no notifications had been 
sent out, whereupon he waxed indignant and 
said so important a measure should hot be 
considered by the committee without first 
hearing what the manufacturers would say. 
What would it cost them to change their 
furnaces s0 that the smoke might be con- 
sumed? What would it cost them to so change 
their system of firing that the volume of 
smoke issuing from the stacks would be 
diminished from 50 to 75 per cent? 

The Delegate thought it absolutely neo- 
@ssary that the manufacturers should be 
heard. 

But he @d not think It necessary that the 
people should be heard. 

It is the people who suffer from smoke. 

Whilie the committee was not adverse to de- 
laying the consideration of the bill until ob- 
jectors could be heard, they decided Not to 
send out notices. They also decided that on 
Tuesday they would make a tour of the places 
where smoke consumers are in operation, to 
see for themselves what benefits resulted from 
theiruse. Ona Friday afternoon they will hear 
arguments for and against the bill. 

It is not necessary that they should notify 
either manufacturers or people. That work 

is done by the Post-DispratTcn. 
MR. STONE'S BILL 
is very simple in its requirements and so gen- 
eral as to escape all suspicion of beingin the 
gnterest of any smoke-consuming invention. 
It simply declares the emission of dense vo! - 
umes of smoke from any #urnace in the city 
Himite unlawful, and provides a penalty of a 
fine from $25.to $100. The Boller Inspector is 
charged with the duty of investigating com- 
| plaints and causing the prosecution of all vio - 

e lators of the ordinance. In the ordinance that 

Mr. Stone introduced in the last Assembly the 
_ Building Commissioner was charged with this 
. duty, but he now believes that the Boller In- 
ayy spector is the proper official.

The Minneapolis ordinance is simpler and it 
was nearer to its lines that Mr. Stone’s Dill 
was drawn. It declares the emission of dense 
smoke from the smoke-stack or chim, 
ney of any building, boat, locomotivé 
or stationary engine within the limits of the 
city of Minneapolis, caused by the burning of 
soft coal or other substance, a nuisance. The 
owner or person using the smoke-stack or 
chimney from which the smoke is emitted is 
subject to the penalty ofafine in a sum not 
less than $26 or more than $100. Mills and 
factories using wood, shavings or 
sawdust for fuel are exempt. The 
Building Commissioner is charged with the 
enforcement of the ordinance. ; 

The ordinance enforced at Cleveland and 
successfully, W. T. Jones, the Inspector, 
says, was passed April 14, 1884, amendatory 
of an ordinance adopted two years before. 
Under it every furnace employed in the city 
shall, in all cases, be constructed or altered, 
s0 as to consme, burn or prevent smoke 
arising from such furnace. The person who 
shall allow smoke to arise from his 
furnace without using the best practical 
means known for preventing or counteracting 
such annoyance is subject toa fine of not less 
than $25 or more than $50 on a first conviction, 
not less than $50 or more than $1]00 on the sec- 
ond conviction, and $100 for each subsequent 
conviction, An exception is made in that the 


ordinance is not held to apply 
to blacksmiths’ forges, or forges 
that use ai blast for their fires. 


In Cleveland and Cincinnati all fines under 
the smoke ordinances go into the street re- 
pairing fund. Cleveland has a Smoke In- 
spector, who on receiving a complaint against 
any person who permits volumes of smoke to 
ascend from his stacks sends the following 
printed notice to such a person:

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DISCOURAGING PROSPECTS, 


Late Spring and Heavy Kains Retard Plants 
ing and Injure Wheat in the Northwest. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disratcn. 

Sr. PauL, Minn., May 12.—Siow progress has 
been madein farm work in the Northwest 
during the past week. In the southern of 
Minnesota the almost continual rains fave 
stopped the work entirely and farmers are 
vefy much discouraged over the outlook, and 
some say they will not attempt to finish seed. 
ing. The rainfall has been much less in the 
northern part of the State and in Northern 

ota. long the Red Kiver valley the crop 
is now pretty near all in except on some 
low ground around Morehead, west of 
Fargo and east of Hillsboro, and on 
the level fields tn the vicinity of Crookston. 
The work is backward on account of the late 
spring, but not so backward asin Minnesota, 
In Southern Dakota wheat is all sown with ¢ 
exception of some places where the groun 


low and wet. The rains 
have been quite heavy in that see 
of the Territory, but as the groun 


was extremely dry, they have done more good 
than harm. With good weather trom this 
time the crop in that section will do well with- 
‘out morerain. Teking Dakota all over, the 
outlook for a good crop is about as favor- 
able as last year, except that the 
seed was put inthe ground from one to two 
weeks later. This may give tne early frost @ 
chance to catch the crop before it is matured, 
In Southern Minnesota the outiook is rather 
discouraging.

MRS. HANCOCK’S NEW HOME. 


A Description of the House in Washington 
Presented to Her by Friends. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-DIsPaTCcHu. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—The friends of Gen. 
Hancock in New York, where he was sta- 
tioned so long, are pleased to hearof the 
charming house that has been presented to his 
widow. Itstands in aquarter of Washington 
thattwo years ago was a quagmire, filled 
chiefly with negro cabins. The foundations 
of Mrs. Hancock’s house and of a fine rowof 
marble fronts adjoining were laid in the spring 


of 1887. The building was done slowly and 
well, but long before the house was com- 
pleted it was apparent that the neighborhood 
was to become an addition to the beautiful 
and fashionable northwest, and as a conse- 
quence real estate went up and several other 
handsome houses were started. 

Mrs. Hancock’s new home comes fresh from 
the hands ot the architect, and she will be its 
first occupant.

It is but little larger than a turkey’segg,and, 
to outward appearance, nothing but such an 
egg as might be picked up in any farmyard. 
But insiae of the sheil there is such a delicate 
mechanism that an accurate description of it 
is well nigh impossible, andto getafair idea 
of the limits to which human skill may reach 
it is necessary to see this marvel. 
The eggshell is divided into two parts,but so 
closely and skillfully are they joined that the 
naked eye fails to discover the line of june- 
tion. Thetiny works by which its different 
parts are operated arealotof microscopic 
gy and diminutive wheels, so small that 
the largest of the lot hardly rivals in size 
those small spangies which are used in gold 
lace embroidery.
